BUENOS’ AIRES, Argentina, 
April 15 (P—A hurled bomb sud- 
denly interrupted a fighting speech 
by President Juan D. Peron at a 
mass meeting in the Plaza de 
'Mayo today and killed five listen- 
ers. Peron was unhurt. 

Seven spectators were ‘gravely 
injured by bomb fragments and 
trampling in a stampede away 
from the scene. 

After 4 shocked pause Peron

U. S. Pledge Comes| 


At Election Time 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (®—The 
State Department reassured the 
Japanese today that the United 
States will continue to spend “at 
a relatively high level” in Japan 
even if peace comes in Korea. Ex- 
penditures have been running 750 
million to 800 million dollars a 
year. 

The department also gave an 
implied pledge’ that the United 
States could be counted on to con- 
sider helping “if a serious situa- 
tion ever were to develop in the 
Japanese economy.” 

The reassurance was stated in 
the midst of a Japanese national 
political: campaign in which uncer- 
tainties over Korean peace pros- 
pects and continued heavy Amer- 
ican military expenditures in Ja- 
pan have figured. Premier Yo- 
shida’s Liberal party is seeking a 
renewed majority in elections Sun- 
day for a new House of Represen- 
tatives. 


DRAFTING REPLY 


The department at the same 
time said that it is drafting a re- 
ply to the Communist proposal to 
resume Korean truce talks. 


Press Officer Michael J: McDer- 
mott termed speculative pub- 
lished reports that Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, U. N. commander, already 
has been instructed to accept the 
Communist proposal that war pris- 
oners who refuse to go home be 
placed under control of a neutral 
nation. 

The Communist proposal was 
received April 9, and ‘“‘the whole 
situation is being studied’’ now 
with a view to drafting a reply, 
McDermott said. 


IMPORTANCE REFLECTED 


The reassurance given the Ja- 
panese reflected the importance 
attached by diplomatic officials to 
keeping Japan pro-Western, as a 
major bulwark of the free world 
in the Far East. It was occa- 
sioned by speculation. over what 
would happen to Japan in the 
event of a Korean peace. The 
Communists, among others, have 
sought to exploit the uncertainties. 

The United States, since the Ko- 
rean fighting started, has been 
purchasing goods and services in 
Japan. Purchases are for the U. N. 
forces in Korea, for American se- 
curity forces in Japan, for per- 
sonal needs of American soldiers, 
sailors and airmen in Japan and 
for American aid programs in the 
Far East generally. 

These purchases have made up 
for the trade with the Asian main- 
land which Japan lost when the 
Communists won China and Man- 
churia. The Communists have con- 
tended that over a long period 
Japan must regain this trade with 
the mainland and the view has 
won substantial support among the 
Japanese. :

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Why Concentrate 
Defense Industry? 


Secretary of Defense Wilson’s ap- 
parent decision to do an about-face in 
the defense production program is 
hound to meet with determined oppo- 
sition. 

Denial by Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold Talbott that the Defense de- 
partment plans to close its Lockheed 
production of B-47s at Marietta is re- 
assuring to the 12,000 employees and 
their families. However, we are not 
convinced that plans are not in the 
making for sueh drastic cutbacks in 
production of our greatest offensive 
weapon as to be cause for alarm. 

Briefly, the Defense Secretary’s ob- 
jective seems to be to reduce the num- 
ber of suppliers of defense goods 
through concentration of production in 
a few major plants. He says he be- 
lieves this is the way to greater and 
cheaper production. 

That may very well be,.but the 
present method was arrived at after 
much spirited controversy and with 
definite goals in mind. These goals 
cannot be reached by strict adherence 
to the rules by which Mr. Wilson ran 
General Motors.

During World .War II when we 

needed defense goods in a hurry, pro- 
duction was concentrated in the na- 
tion’s big industries. This practice 
aroused storms of protest from small 
business and from sections of the coun- 
try complaining that all defense money 
was being spent in highly concentrated 
industrial areas such as Detroit. The 
government was charged with promot- 
ing monopoly. 
' Then, too, dispersion of industry be- 
came necessary because of atomic 
weapons that could wipe out entire 
production of any given line of defense 
items concentrated in a single plant or 
a single city. In the case of the Lock- 
heed operation at Marietta, it would 
seem a risky business to limit to the 
parent factory in Kansas the produc- 
tion of our only effective atomic bomb- 
er, the B-47. 

So we embarked upon a program of 
spreading defense plants around the 
country and of building a standby de- 
fense production capacity ready for in- 
stant use in an emergency. 

This has been anh expensive, well- 
planned program to insure a maximum 
of both defense and civilian items 
through the long pull of cold-war ten- 
sions that might explode at any time 
into an all-out shooting war.

The program has had defects, some 
of which were outlined by Mr. Lovett 
in the investigation of ammunition 
shortages. It has required more bu- 
reaucracy and more red tape, and prob- 
ably has cost more money. However, 
it was demanded by the American 
people and was not hastily devised. It 
has added immeasurably to the na- 
tion’s industrial capacities. 

It is this policy that Mr. Wilson 
wishes to reverse. 

It seems a great waste once again 
to destroy a defense potential bought at 
great sacrifice by the American people. 
While it has its practical aspects, con- 
centration of defense production in a 
few big plants in a few cities is dan- 
gerous in an atomic age. 

The idea is obsolete, too, that in the 
next war we will have ample time to 
convert the civilian production plant to 
defense goods. Atomic bombers don’t 
wait that long. : 


We Applaud the Signs 
Of British Recovery 


Only the stupid or the woefully 
ignorant will fail to applaud the signs 
of recovery of Britain and the sterling 
area. Only the sadistic will deplore 
the fact that for the first time in al- 
most 15 years the British people will 
be without sugar rationing during the 
coming year. 

Only the foolish will fail to see in 
the signs of recovery good portents for 
the United States in having a strength- 
ened ally. 

We who complain about inflation 
and taxes and our inability to buy a 
new-model car or a new television set 
every year cannot appreciate the aus- 
terity the British have endured. At 
times we seem to forget, too, our debt 
to them for upholding the cause of 
Western civilization to the full extent 
of their resources until we, reluctantly, 
prepared ourselves to do our share of 
the job. 

We can rejoice, however, over this 
evidence that the Churchill government 
has pulled Britain back from the brink 
of bankruptcy without more socialism 
and that she is now substantially pay- 
ing her own way in the world while 
maintaining her relative share of the 
West’s defenses. 

Britain has been able to go it al- 


most alone over the past several years, 
after substantial American aid had 
helped her to weather some bad crises. 
The fact that this aid has been reduced 
to a mere trickle, and that mostly in 
military help, is ggod news to Ameri- 
can taxpayers, too. 

Except for the United States, Brit- 
ain is making the biggest single contri- 
bution to Western defenses. She has 
almost 500,000 troops under arms, in- 
cluding five divisions in General Ridg- 
way’s command. They are fighting in 
Korea and in Malaya, and they guard 
the Suez lifeline. In proportion to re- 
sources, her contribution is greater than 
ours. 

We applaud evidence of British re- 
covery and hope the small favorable 
trade balance is an indication of greater 
strides in fhe future for Britain as one 
of the fountainheads of a stable free- 
world economy.

By All Means, Add 
More Fire Marshals 


Revelation that the state’s fire safety 
code is not being followed in nursing 
homes and private hospitals has been 
accompanied by the explanation from 
the State Fire Safety Commissioner’s 
office that there is a shortage of en- 
forcement personnel. 

Fire Commissioner Zack Cravey has 
asked the governor for funds to hire 
additional deputy marshals to help him 
see that nursing homes and the like put 
their houses in order. 

Mr. Cravey says further that he will 
take immediate steps to bring legal ac- 
tion against those who fail to comply 
and he urges local officials to assume 
their responsibility in fire code enforce- 
ment, 

Certainly, the fire safety commis- 
sioner should be given a staff adequate 
for the important job with which he is 
charged. A state which can afford 70 
or more livestock inspectors should be 
able to add a few more fire marshals. 

The Georgia fire safety law is recog- 
nized as adequate, but the law alone 
won't prevent tragedies like the recent 
one at Largo, Fla. Only rigid adherence 
to the law will do that. And compli- 
ance calls for active enforcement all up 
and down the line, for co-operation on 
the part of the owners and managers of 
nursing homes and hospitals and for an 
aroused public opinion demanding no 
less than complete compliance.

Ammo Shortage 
Facts Unfold 


WASHINGTON—The story of how to 
jeopardize the lives of tens of thousands 
of American boys in Korea by failing to 
provide enough ammunition for them to 
fight the enemy is unfolding now with more 
and more astonishing disclosures of the bad 
planning, confusion and incompetence of 
the whole military setup in the Truman 
Administration. 

Senator Byrd and other senators are as- 
tonished to learn that the Department of 
Defense issued a directive on Sept. 27, 1950, 


‘which was based on the 
‘“‘assumption”’ that the 
Korean War would be 
ended nine months later. 
The date is very sig- 
nificant. It will be re- 
called that General Mac- 
Arthur on Oct. 15, 1950, 
was alleged to have said 
that he thought’ the 
‘‘boys could come home 
by Christmas.’’ Former 
Secretary of the Army 


Pace han just testified at the hearings that 
MacArthur had not predicted the ending of 
the war by December, 1950, but merely 
that he (Secretary Pace) got that “‘impres- 
sion’’ at Wake Island. 

Not until the Senate armed services com- 
mittee got testimony this week from the 
Comptroller of the Army, Lt. Gen. George 


Decker, concerning the secret directive of 
September 27 had it been known that Mac- 
Arthur, on October 15, was reflecting de- 
cisions on policy already made in the Pen- 
tagon.- Actually the Central Intelligence 
Agency, according to testimony in the Mac- 
Arthur hearings, reported Nov. 27, 1950, its 
estimate that the Chinese Communists 
would not intervene in the war on a large 
scale. 

What is most depressing from the stand- 
point of future operations in the event of a 
national emergency is the curious psychol- 
ogy revealed in the directive of Sept. 27, 
1950, which stated a number of ‘‘assump- 
tions’’ concerning the early end of the Ko- 
rean War and formally notified the Army, 
Navy and Air Force secretaries, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and the comptroller of the 
Defense department that procurement 
should be arranged to reduce inflationary 
pressures and avoid strains on the national 
economy. 

The whole situation-calls for an over- 
hauling of the Defense department. Orig- 
inally there were two departments. Now all 
this is changed. Instead of two depart- 
ments, there are three for the armed serv- 
ices—and on top of these another big de- 
partment called the Department of Defense. 

The American people have been lucky 
thus far to be spared a large-scale war, for 
the existing machinery is inadequate and 
cumbersome and would break down in an 
emergency.

Tide Is Strong 
For ‘Give-Aways’ 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps it's healthiest 
just to relax and accept, without running 
up the blood pressure, what goes on before 
your eyes here. In short, develop a con- 
venient cynicism such 
as expressed by a col- 
league in the Senate 
press gallery, an old- 
timer, who quipped as 
debate went on down 
below on the bill to give 
away offshore oil lands 
to the states: 

‘“‘Why don’t we just 
add all these other 
things to the offshore 

cs oil bill as amendments 
and neke it an omnibus give-away bill and 
get it done once and for all.’’ 


This waggishness was provoked by ar- 
rival of the latest of ‘‘those things.’’ This 
was the recommendation to Congress in a 
message from President Eisenhower for 
sale to private industry of the government's 
synthetic rubber plants, built for national 
defense, which cost taxpayers $700,000,000. 


Only a few days ago it was made known 
that the administration is preparing a bill 
to amend the atomic energy act so that 
private industry can get into the atomic 
power business. If history repeats itself, 
we are likely to see control of this new 
power source—which Congress originally 
decreed belonged to all of us—get into a 
few hands, as did the electric business. 


All over the place now, too, voices are 
being raised, the latest of Herbert Hoover, 
for the government to get out of the elec- 
tric power business, when everybody knows 
the government’s ‘‘yardstick’’ intervention 
through public power projects was what 
made the private utilities behave and quit 
their stock-jobbing, and also kept rates 
within reason. 


Incidentally, Secretary of Interior Mc- 
Kay, who is the present steward of the 
government’s public power program, said 
he isn’t ready to go along 100 per cent with 
Mr. Hoover, but added that “private in- 
dustry should live and the government 
should not put road blocks in its way.”’ The 
fact is that the private utilities are living 
most handsomely today, doing better than 
they ever did.

Our.only recourse is 
to try to get the best terms and to save as 
many safeguards against exploitation as 
we can.

What 
that may mean, who gets exclusive rights 
to patents, whether this would create a 
monopoly—we’ll have to wait and see.

Athenian Says Bricker Amendment 


Would Safeguard Domestic Laws 


Athens—In reference to your editorial 
on the Bricker amendment April 11, we re- 
fer you to the United States Constitution, 
Article 2, Section 2, ‘*. . . provided two- 
thirds of the senators present concur;”’ also 
Article 6, ‘ . all treaties made... shall 
be the supreme law of the land... .”’ 

Since 1920, the Supreme Court has con- 
sistently upheld the superiority of the pro- 
visions of a treaty over all state laws. 

On June 13, 1952, two conventions and 
one treaty were ratified by the Senate with 
only two senators attending. Sen. John J. 
Sparkman, who was presiding, cast the 
only vote on these three instruments; then 
ruled that ‘‘in the opinion of the chair, 
two-thirds of the Senate present had con- 
curred’ and the undertakings had been 
duly ratified. Thus we see how one sen- 
ator could, by ratifying a treaty, change 
our domestic laws today. 

The Bricker amendment would elimi- 
nate the danger of a treaty being ratified 
without due consideration by the repre- 
sentatives of the people of this country. It 
would prevent any treaty from voiding our 
domestic laws today. Why should anyone 
object to this? 

The American Bar Association has rec- 
ommended similar action.

The answer to our milk problem does not 
lie in letting down the bars and flooding 
the market with cheap milk, unless you 
would break the small dairyman and the 
small distributor. The businessman-manu- 
facturer is protected from cheap foreign 
competition by tariff, the laborer by a floor 
under wages; but a great many people 
seem to think the farmer should be per- 
mitted to go broke.

Probe of Astin Affair May Produce 


First Victim in Eisenhower Cabinet 


WASHINGTON —The case involving the 
summary dismissal of Dr. Allen V. Astin 
as director of the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards, the government’s great scientific test- 
ing agency, becomes more smelly as further 
facts are brought to light. 

Among other things, a rigid censorship 


has been clamped on the incident by Sec-’ 


retary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, who 
ordered the firing, and 
this has added new fuel 
to the flame of resent- 
ment already burning. 

The S@nate small 
business committee has 
promised to investigate 
the whole affair ‘‘some- 
time next month,”’ and 
not until then will the 
full facts be known. 

Dr. Astin, a career 
man with 24 years’ serv- . 
ice in the National Bureau of Standards, 
was fired for the principal reason that Sec- 
retary Weeks, whose department has juris- 
diction over the scientific agency, did not 
like the results of a test the bureau had 
conducted of a new chemical solution 
which, its producers claim, would give 
added life to worn-out automobile batteries. 
After not one but a series of comprehensive 
tests the NBS found that the solution, known 
as AD-X2, was no good and actually was 
injurious at times. 

What has aroused the nation’s scientisfs 
is that Astin was summarily dismissed 
without the courtesy of a hearing or with- 


( 


out the department following his suggestion 
for naming an independent body of sci- 
entists to check on the tests made. 


After the incident was made public, a 
number of scientific organizations were 
prompted to make tests of their own fo see 
who was right in the controversy. 

They wrote the Bureau of Standards to 
ask for copies of the battery additive tests. 
Much to their surprise, they received an- 
swers that the report was no longer avail- 
able for public distribution. 


The Washington Evening Star, a stanch 
conservative paper, apparently deserves 
credit for exposing an order issued by Sec- 
retary Weeks directing that the report be 
suppressed. Even an organization like the 
Thomas A, Edison, Inc., which is interested 
in all things electrical, could not get a copy, 


Not only this, but the Star, digging fur- 
ther, learned that a Department of Com- 
merce official, again acting on orders of 
Weeks, presumably, had actually requested 
the Bureau of Standards to burn all copies 
of the report except those that might be 
requested by government departments. 


That promises to be a fine kettle of fish 
when the Senate investigating committee 
takes the lid off. Mr. Weeks is in for a lot 
of explaining. If the facts in the case are 
as charged and the bureau’s findings are 
supported by other independent scientific 
tests, widespread demands will be made for 
a few top heads to be chopped off in the 
Department of Commerce. The first Eisen- 
hower cabinet victim may be in the making.

“I for one do not belfeve that 
the Russian overtures result from 
any change in Russian govern-

“conceived and placed under way 
long before Stalin died,’’ Clay 
said.

Pleven, who received an hon- 
orary doctorate from the Univer- 
sity of South Carolina, earlier 
called for greater international 
recognition of French achieve- 
ments in combatting problems of 


the free world. 

Clay, now retired and head of 
Continental Can Co., said ‘“‘the 
entire future of the free world 
depends on the success of the 
European Defense Community.”’ 

He credited Pleven with con- 
ceiving the idea of a European 
defense program which resulted 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and with helping 
launch the program.

No Specific Remedy 
For Hypertension 


In the last 30 years, hundreds 
of remedies for high blood 
pressure have come and gone. 
This is a conservative estimate 
when we consider that in 1930, 
Dr. David Ayman made the 
statement, ‘‘The successful 
treatment of essential hyperten- 
sion by the use of many meth- 
ods of treatment has been re- 
ported at least 200 times in the 
preceding decade.”’ 

Most of these products and 
methods had a brief period of 
popularity, indicating they 
worked for a while but failed 
ultimately. Times have not 
changed; we still lack a specific 
rémedy. There are innumerable 
drugs to lower blood pressure 
but the majority are not prac- 


| ticable for everyday use. 


When injected into animals, 
tension falls and the same oc- 
curs if given to a patient who 
is lying quietly in a _ hospital 
bed. However, the situation is 
different with an _ individual 
who is up and about, subjected 
to the stress and strain of or- 
dinary living. This variation 
was not taken into considera- 
tion in the experimental work. 

It explains, however, why 
mild sedatives are utilized so 
frequently in conjunction with 
high blood pressure remedies. 
The victim also will help him- 
self by following the rules of 
good health to the letter and 
avoiding tension, anxiefy and 
fatigue.

remedies that have passed 
through t h e- experimental 
stages with flying colors. They 
lower blood pressure but have 
the disadvantage of causing 
toxic and side reactions and, in 
this respect, treatment o0c- 
casionally is as bad as the dis- 
ease. 

The most controversial prod- 
ucts are the more powerful 
adrenolytic and é ~Qganglionic 
blocking drugs, hexamethonium 
chloride and Apresoline. Nei- 
ther is too effective when em- 
ployed alone but the combina- 
tion lowers blood pressure pro- 
vided the substances are used 
continuously. Here again the 
practical aspect enters the pic- 
ture. 

In a report on 80 patients 
which appeared last year, these 
drugs were effective in every 
case;

Facts are such stubborn 
things .. . and none more balky 
than solid pounds playing hard 
to get off. Here is a typical 
ONOR. 6 k's 
“Could you please tell me 
how to get over the hump and 
start the pounds moving again? 
I began at 170, and the pointer 
seemed stuck at 169 for the 
longest time. . . . Then I hit 168 
and right down to 160. Now the 
pointer seems to be fixed at 
159 and refuses to budge. I’ve 
held this for three weeks, eating 
only 900 calories a day... it’s 
so discouraging.”’ 

LULL IN LOSING 


If you know exactly how this 
Struggling dieter feels ... 
sharpen a pencil, and chart an 
even course. This helps you to 
see how weight is lost, and in 
turn to hold on during a lull in 
losing. 

A graph of weight loss re- 
sembles rickety stair steps. To 
make this chart with scientific 
accuracy, you could purchase 
graph paper and enlist your 
husband’s help. He'll plot the 
curve just like a business chart, 
on graph paper, with each 
square across representing a 
week. Each square down repre- 
sents the loss of one pound. 


WATER BALANCE 


The stair-step chart will be 
most irregular. This is true be- 
cause of a phenomenon known 
as ‘‘water balance.’’ At the be- 
ginning of a reducing diet, wa- 
ter may be stubbornly held in 
the tissues for an aggravating 
period. This retained water ap- 
pears on the scales as weight. 
The chart will have a long or 
short level line for the first 
Stair step. 

Or, water may be abruptly 
released, in which case the 
line on the chart will start 
downward from the first day of 
diet and may continue for sev- 
eral weeks. When part of this 
initial weight loss is in water, 
the total amount lost during the 
first few weeks is highly grati- 
fying.
